Less than three weeks have passed

, Commissioner of Police, and in that 
| time, he reveaied yesterday, the men 
|of his department have raided 563 
alleged speakeasies, establishing a 
| record which has not been equaled 
| since the Mullan-Gage act was re 
pealed five years ago. 
| Still the commissioner was not sat- 
isfied. He urged his men to greater 
| activity, lest their efforts be misin- 
| terpreted as ‘‘spasmodic,’’ and an- 
| nounced, after receiving a pledge of 
| Support from the Federal authorities 
| at a luncheon conference with United 
States Attorney Charles H. Tuttle, 
that the drive would be extended to 
include traffickers in drugs as well 
as liquor. 

Jail sentences would be sought for 
all offenders of the nation’s laws, 
Mr. Whalen said, adding that Mr. 
Tuttle had obtained the promise of 
three Federal judges to hold crim- 
inal terms at once to handle the in- 
creased vclume of trials. Poison 
liquor cases will come first, it was 
said. Last night it began to look 
| a8 if the reinforcements would be 
needed. 


Raids on Resorts Continue. 


Heeding the commissioner’s warn- 
ing that there must be no abatement 
in the war against the speakeasy 
which Mr. Whalen and Mr. Tuttle 

| had agreed was a “breeding place 
of crime and a menace. to the health 
and morals of the community,”’ de- 
tectivés last night continued their 
raids on resorts all around the town. 
| Before midnight detectives attached 
to divisional headquarters had raided 
| Seventy-eight alleged speakeasies, 
| Seized three large stills in one place 
‘and nearly 300 barrels of beer in an- 
other. Many of the raids were exe- 
cuted in Harlem, but the policé ac 
| tivities extended from the Battery te 
| the Bronx and across the river inte 
| Brooklyn. 
Mr. Whalen, Chief Inspector John 
| O’Brien and Deputy Chief Inspector 
Edward P. Mulrooney met Mr. Tut- 
tle and three of the latter’s assist- 
ants, John Blake, George T. Mintzer 
and Robert Watts, charged, respec 
tively, with enforcing laws relating 
to narcotics, crimes against the gov- 
ernment and prohibition, at the 
Lawyers’ Club at 1:45 P. M. The 
pledge of cooperation and the broad- 
ening of the drive to include vendors 
of drugs were not the only fruits of 
the meeting. 

The Police Commissioner and the 
Federal prosecutor, for one thing, 
agreed that whereas the sale of 
straight wood alcohol for beverage 
purposes was a State and not a Fed- 
eral offense, the sale of intoxicating 
liquor containing the poison was a 
violation of the laws of the nation 
as well as the State and that the 
| forces of both should be used to ‘‘de- 
stroy the places where the latter is 
sold and to imprison the sellers.’’ 

Leaving the question of whether 
| liquor cases are to be prosecuted in 

the State or the Federal courts, it 

was decided that care should be 

taken lest one man’s freedom be 

twice jeopardized and that the elab- 

orate machinery of padlock suits be 

invoked only where evidence of 
| illegal sale is strong and not for the 

easily-established ‘‘possession.’’ Re- 

garding the control of narcotics, it 
was decided that henceforth Federal 

agents and the police are to aid each 

other actively, exchanging photo- 
| eee and Bertillon measurements 
of prisoners. 


Says He Got Murder Evidence, 


In. addition, Mr. Whalen said ‘‘vak 
uable evidence’’ in connection with 
| two or three recent murders in which 
drugs played a part had been brought 
|to his attention by Mr. Tuttle and 
probably would play an important 
part in bringing the slayers to jus- 
| tice. Also, as a result of the con- 
| ference, he felt sure that past mis- 
| takes of the police in making arrests 
for the Federal authorities would not 
be repeated, but to make sure of 
that, the commissioner said, Mr. Tut- 
tle had arranged to deliver a lecture 
upon the prohibition law and —_ 
evidence to. captains of the Police 
Department next Monday. 

To relieve congestion in the Fed- 
eral courts, Mr. Whalen said, both 
he and Mr. Tuttle agreed that, where 
it was possible to do so safely, ad- 
vantage would be taken of Thurs- 
day’s decision of the Court of Ap- 
peals, upholding the State nuisance 
statute as applying to speakeasies. 
In narcotic cases, the commissioner 
said, addicts would be turned over 
to city and State institutions for 
care, but vendors of drugs would be 
tried before United States judges be- 
cause of the tendency of the Federal 
courts to mete out longer sentences. 


Suits for Arrest Threatened. 


But, while all these details of coop 
eration were being worked out be- 
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tween Mr. Whalen and Mr. Tuttle, | 
several developiuents of a less pleas- 
ant nature took place elsewhere. In| 
Brooklyn a lawyer for six prisoners | 
discharged by Magistrate Hirshfield 
for lack of evidence threatened to 
bring suit for ‘unlawful arrest’ | 
against whoever was responsible for | 
issuing the round-up order of last/ 
week-end. 

Samuel Liebowitz of 66 Court! 
Street was the lawyer. He had been 
defending six men seized in the Kew- 
pie Social Club, New Utrecht Avenue 
and Seventy-first Street, Brooklyn, 
and held on ‘‘suspicion of robbery.’’ 

“T am still investigating to see who 
ordered these raids all over the city 
and I am going to start suit on be- 
haif of my clients as soon as I find 
out,”’ he said. 

“Why, Police Commissioner Whalen 
issued the order himself,’’ remarked 
the Magistrate, who has issued three 
statements criticizing the commis- 
sioner’s “treat ’em rough” policy.

RESIGNATION HELDUNLIKELY 


Growth of Anti-American Feeling Is 
Denied—Melbourne Head Sus- 
pended for Criticism.

LONDON, Jan. 4.—There were 
rumors today that when the High 
Council of the Salvation Army meets 
on Tuesday to consider the fitness 
of General Bramwell Booth to re- 
tain his powerful position as head of 
the Army a dramatic manoeuvre will 
be executed.

Administrative Provisions.

The privilege to file a consoli- 
dated return must be exercised at 
the time the parent files its return, 
and every member of the group 
must be included in the return 
Generally speaking, a group which 
elects to file a consolidated return 
for any years must continue on the 
same basis for subsequent years. 


(3) Liability for Tax. 


The parent corporation and each 
subsidiary remain severally liable 
for the tax shown on the original 
return and for any deficiency, with 
a provision that if a subsidiary 
ceases to be a member of the group 
by reason of a sale of stock prior 
to the assessment of the deficiency, 
its liability continues only for its 
share of the deficiency, computed 
on the basis of its share of the 
consolidated net income. 


(4) Consolidated Net Income. 


The net income of the affiliated 
group is, in effect, the algebraic 
sum of the net incomes of the sep- 
arate corporations in the group, 
with necessary eliminations to pre- 
vent recognition of gain or loss 
upon purely intercompany trans- 
actions. 


(5) Sale of Stock of Subsidiary. 


Gain or loss is recognized upon 
the sale of stock of a subsidiary, 
whether or not the affiliation is 
broken. Inasmuch as under a con- 
solidated return net Icsses of one 
member of the group may be off- 
set against the gains of other 
members, it was necessary to pre- 
vent a second allowance [that is, 
also upon the sale of the stock] of 
the losses which have been availed 
of in the consolidated return, but 
which could not have been availed 
of if separate returns had been 
filed. There is much to be said 
for making an adjustment also for 
the gains of the subsidiary which 
were taxed to its when earned 

However, inasmuch as gains can 
be cared for by the declaration of | 
dividends prior to the sale of the 
stock [thus preventing the so-called 
double taxation for the relief of 
which the adjustment was pro- 
posed], it was not believed the ad- 
vantages of an increased basis, 
which would result if a consolidat- 
ed return were filed, but which | 
would be denied to a separate cor- 
poration, was justified. . 

Again, if adjustments for gains 
were to be made corresponding ad- 
justments for dividends would be 
required. The admittedly compli- 
cated provisions applicable to the 
adjustments for losses would ap- 
pear simple indeed as compared to 
the provisions which would be nec- 
essary to provide properly for ad- 
justments for gains and dividends. 

It was rather singular that no 
one advocated the rule, which has 
been adopted as to the past in de- 
cisions of the lower courts and of 
the Board of Tax Appeals, that 
gain or loss should ont be recog- 
nized upon the sale of stock of a 
eubsidiary. Such a rule would, ob- 
viously, have the effect of remov- 
ing the present tax upon a realiza- 
tion of appreciation in value of 
capital assets. 

The regulations also protect 
against ‘‘paper’’ losses resulting 
from purely artificial or fictitious 
transactions.

But at the 
utmost it will furnish only tem- 
porary relief. Within a comparative- 
ly short time it will undoubtedly be 
overtaxed.

ject of eighteen-hole rounds in amateur champion- 
ships will come up for discussion. 

Some of our best players and deepest students of the 
fame are strongly in favor of removing the eighteen- 
hole match play rounds from the amateur champion 
ship, wrapping them firmly in three layers of burlap, 
and dropping them overboard from a transatlantic 
liner at any point where the ocean floor is 2,000 fath- 
oms below the kee] the ship. Just to register a 
point of no importance whatever, the vote of this ob 
server goes solidly in favor of retaining the eighteen- 
hole rounds in the amateur championship. 

It has been urged by Bob Jones, among others, that 
; One whirl around the links is not a sufficient test in 
| a championship tournament, and that in eighteen holes 
an inferior player on top of his game or getting the 
breaks has too great an opportunity to defeat a usually 
superior player. There's nothing personal in the ob- 
servation made by Jones because the Atlanta barrister 
never lost an eighteen-hole match in amateur cham- 
pionship play. Since 1923 Jones has lost but one match 
in five consecutive amateur championships, and that 
match was lost over the thirty-six-hole route.

On the General Topic. 


i It takes from two and a half to three hcurs to play 
eighteen holes of championship golf, and the action is 
fairly continuous. Baseball games are usually played 
in about two hours. Football games, even with inter- 
missions and time out, are played in about the same 
time. 

Polo matches can be played in less time and so can 
five-set tennis matches in championship tournaments. 
A dual track meet can be completed in abcut the same 
time that it takes to circumnavigate a full-length golf 
course with all putts holed oft. 

In most games it appears that a contest of two or 
three hours is deemed sufficient to prove which is the 
better team or the better player on that particular 
day, which is about all that any athletic contest can 
| prove. 

Why isn’t it so at ‘olf? After one player has been 
matching drives, brassie shots, mashie chips and putts 
| with another player for three hours, enough evidence 
should have been collected to render a decision one 
way or the ‘other. Th's is only offered as a general 
rule, of course. Matches that finish all even are in 
another category, and it might be remarked that not 
only have thirty-six-hole matches frequently finished 
all even, but opponents have been tied for the open 
championship at the end of seventy-two holes of medal 


play. 


| 


All Square. 

With regard to matches that finish it 
doesn’t seem to make much difference whether they 
were contested at eighteen holes or thirty-six holes. 
The players, at match play, move off to a ‘sudden 
death” struggle in which ‘‘a true test of golf’’ may be 
decided by a gust of wind, a bad bounce on the fatr- 
way, a pebble on the green, or one bad shot after 
hours of fine play. 
| The thirty-six-hole match is not the last word in golf 
tests. Take the final round of the amateur champion- 
ship at Flossmoor in 1923. Jess Sweetser and Max

the “‘true test of golf’’ was decided on the thirty-eighth 
green—by a stymie! 

If mentioning a match that finishes all square is 
putting too much stress on an exceptional occurrence, 
reference might be made to the famous match between 
Chick Evans and Francis Ouimet in the amateur 
championehip at Oakmont in 1919. 

Ouimet and Evans stood on the thirty-sixth tee all 
even. They both got good drives, but the second shots 
gave a decided advantage to Evans, for Oulmet was 
in a trap at the right side of the green. Evans was 
lying just off the edge of the green in grass two or 
three inches high. 

Evans made a ragged shot that ran far past the 
hole. Ouimet came out of the trap well and holed his 
putt for a 4, winning the match. Now, here was a 
thrilling contest that had raged all day, and it was 
Gecided in about two minutes on the last hole by two 
strokes, one made by Oulmet and one made by Evans. 
The thirty-five holes previous played, for all practical 
purposes, ‘‘ran for Sweeney.”’ 


A Few Admissions. 


It is cheerfully admitted that there is nothing funda- 
mental in the game of golf that limits a game to 
cighteen holcs. It just happened that way. It is fur- 
ther admitted that thirty-six holes are a better test 
of skill than eighteen holes, just as seventy-two holes 
are a better test than thirty-six holes. 

But it is contended that tne difference in results--if 
any~—is not worth the extra time it takes to play the 
double round. There is the further point that the 
thirty-six-hole contcst is not by any means an abso- 
lute test of superiority. It merely has it advantages— 
and its disadvantages. 

If the morning round ends with one player holding 
a long lead, the afternoon round is usually just a 
formality. If the morning round ends with the players 
all even or one hole apart, the afternoon round, eigh- 
teen holes, will decide the matter, anyway. 

It is respectfully submitted that the morning rounds 
in thirty-six-hole matches are decidedly dull and col- 
orless affairs. This is another point that is not im- 
portant. Nevertheless, it is true. 


The Reason for the Tournament. 


It is urged by the thirty-six-hole advocates that the 
purpose of the amateur championship tournament is to 
decide, as accurately as possible, the best player of the 
year, This is true within reasonable limits. The ama- 
teur championship is also held for other reasans too 
long and too numerous to mention here, 

It might also be pointed out that if the deciding of 
the best amateur player of the year were the only rea- 
son for holding the tournament, there has been no rea- 
son for holding the tournament at a!l in the last five 
years. Bob Jones could have been given the crown 
offhand. The tournament of 1926 must have been a 
mistake, for Von Elm won it, and everybody knew 
that Jones was far and away the outstanding amateur 
golfer of the world. 

Finally, it is submitted that the eighteen-hole round 
adds a lot more fun and excitement to the program. 
That's something to be considered, evan in the (to 
some people) deadly serious task of deciding the ama- 
teur golf champion of the year.

tific value to astronomers. 

[The device used is known as a 
thermocouple and measures heat dif- 
ferences as small as .00001 degree 
centigrade. Passage of the heat 
through two delicate junctions of the 
thermocouple sets up an _ electric 
current which is recorded on a gal- 
vanometer and furnishes an index of 
the amount of heat. Because of 
their minute size it was necessary 
to construct the thermocouples un- 
der a microscope. A window of rock 





to the thermocouple in the experi- 
ment, 

It was found that the giant star 
Betelguese gave the most heat. This 
star, which is 27,000,000 times as| 
large as the sun, is 200 light years 
distance from the earth. A light year 
is about 6,000,000,000,000 miles. The 
radiation of heat from this distant 
star was found to raise the tempera- 
ture of the receiver by one-sixtieth 
of a degree centigrade. 

The red star Antares, one of the 
brightest stars visible from the 


earth, though at a distance of 330 | 


light years, was found to give the 
next greatest amount of heat radia- 
tion. Sirius, the brightest of visible 
stars, which is only eight light years 
distant, was third in heat radiation. 

The two Mount Wilson observers 
found that the radiation of the 
‘variable’ stars agreed with the| 
variable vision, more heat being 





given off when the stars are not in 
eclipse. For the ‘‘pulsating’’ stars 
they learned that the temperature is 
20 per cent higher at the maximum | 
than at the minimum, a tempera- 
ture range between 1,000 and 2,000 
degrees centigrade being observed, 
The pulsating of these stars is due to | 
their compression and expansion, the 
greatest amount of heat being given 
off at the time of maximum com- 
pression.

Sea coast purporting to have been| 
written from an unknown barren) 
island by one ‘‘Cranston Marshal]’’ 
was announced by the State Denpart- 
ment today in the hope that some 
light might be shed on it bv the pub- | 
lic. The message was communicated 
to the department by the German 
Embassy on Dec. 11, and since then 
has been the subject of inquirv bv} 
the Navy and Commerce Depart- 
ments and by the Shipping Board. 
but without result. Previously it had 
been communicated to the Canadian | 
Government. | 

The Embassy’s note read: 

“The German Embassy has the! 
honor to transmit herewith to the | 
Department of State a note which 
was found in a sealed bottle at the | 
beginning of October last near the 
town of Ostbenz on the German 
North Sea coast. south of the Island 
of Iangeoog. The writing is hard to 
read. The contents so far as can be 
desciphered are as follows: 

‘“‘*Help, Help. I, Cranston Mar- 
shall, am on an island 45 degrees lat- 
itude, 60 degrees longitude Only 
wild goats and (7?) to eat. Cranston 
Marshall.’ 

“The text does not show whether 
north or south latitude is meant. In 
the former case the intersection of | 
the two degrees mentioned would lie 
in the vicinity of the Canadian Coast. 
Accordingly, the note was first sub- 
mitted to the Canadian Government, 
but the latter stated that it had been 
unable to ascertain anything more 
definite relative to the sender of the| 
message in the bottle. 

“The German Embassy would be} 
obliged to the department if an at-| 
tempt could be made here also to ob- 
tain some information with regard 
to the sender of the message.”’
